Where, a few years !!£•>, the pawim 
of streets was a matter for the entire | 
body of taxpayers, now imin-nvi-iiw-nl 01 |'j 
the highways is paid i'oi l.y the :iLu!- 
t-iiifT property owners. 

This system is in :i<-eor.i:tin-e "itli 
State laws. The fuel i- protested by 
some property owners who feel that :i> 
they shared in the expense of t lie 
earlier streets, the rest of the borough 
should help them out. 

Unfortunately that is virtually im- 
possible. Well ■over half of the B"r- 
ough highways are paved, and the only 
legal way by which t.H the taxpayers 
could he ma..>e to -hare the burden of 
the rest is hy y bond issue, which, it 
is felt, would not' carry. 

In recent years, M.<jst of our street 
improvements have been paid for by 
the interested owners instead of 
the entire honouffu— -For. chat reason it 
is difficult to say jits': who has shared 
in the earlier, work. Property owners 
are constantly changing, and new re- 
sidences are In-iug built. It seetue 
pretty certain that future street work 
will have to be done by those who will 
•directly benefit. 

There are many spots in Xftrberth 
which can 'be grenttly improved by pro- 
per paving. Possihly the most con- 
spicuous of these is Woodbine avenue, 
from Essex to Narberth, which has been 
only partly paved. Civic prhle. and 
pride in their own property should im- 
pell owners in such a centrally located 
.spot to take steps toward the paving 
of their streets. 

Sabine avenue, already mentioned in 
these columns, is an ugly stretch of 
road that should be fixed up. There 
are many others. It helps a great ileal 
when builders take into consideration 
the future necessity for paving when 
they build up a district. Mr. Shawl did 
a splendidi piece of work in the per- 
manent, paving put down on Wynnedole 
Road. Other builders might well fol- 
low that example when building, in- 
stead of leaving the future worry to 
the buyer. Too many houses have been 
flapped up im the cheapest fashion in 
Narberth, and left high and dry, with 
:a mud hale for a stu-et, and a cow 
•path foT a sidewalk

While there are well-recognized al- 
ternations in climatiie conditions, as of 
i wet and dry, hot and cold, ete., little 
is known with regard to definite laws 
of sequcnec of weather conditions over 
extended' periods of yeaTS. Within or- 
dinary historic times there is practical- 
ly no evidence that there has been n 
definite and progressive change in the 
climate in one direction or the other, 
I but rather that the same sort of alter- 
nations aTO now succeeding eaeh other 
indefinitely, as in earlier historic times. 
It is also believed tliat the amount of 
change, if any, is too small and 
the extent of territory involved is 
too indefinite to be of economic inter- 
est. Until definite knowledge, is 
available concerning the law- of sequ- 
ence of weather conditions, and pos- 
sible periodic cycles affecting the wea- 
ther are uua.iititntivcly established 
scientific long-rage forecasting is im- 
practicable.

many long years ago. and the value of 
that improvement was added to the 
house when it was sold, as would a 
similar improvement add to the value 
of " taxpayer's" home. 

There is no question of the desir- 
ability of paving all tjie streets out of 
public funds, but it is pretty nearly 
impossible. It means floating a loan 
of perhaips $150,000 to $200,000. which 
would have tx> l)c authorized by the 
voters. That would increase our Bor- 
ough taxes by over one-third. Perhaps 
"Taxpayer" remembers what the vo- 
ters did to a loan fcr an elementary 
school last fall. 

There hs alsio nothing- to prevent 
"Taxpayer" from starting an Associa- 
tion Opposed to Improving our Home; 
he could also start one designed to 
oppose the cutting «,f the lawns for a 
year, or something of that kind. 

But' if associations are in order, per- 
haps an organized effort to float a pav- 
ing loan would better juM-ify the effoTt. 
Wo wonder if "Taxpayer" has ever 
made any effort to get such, a kmn 
across. Has he ever attended a meet- 
ing of Borough Council, where such 
problems aire diiSeussjed? 

Council is always anxious to co-oper- 
ate with the residents, and if a real 
demand were shown for such a' loan 
they; would undoubtedly submit op.e.

"How go about i'.' It is not dlifli- 
cult if parents will pay the price (not 
simply in money, either) — and the price 
will bring golden reward lo the parents 
too.
